He stated further that 
the field was to be reoonstructed and that an IC— W runway about 3 km 
Xong was to be bullt* The Soviets had allegodly fixed a four-month 
deadline for tne completion of the construction pncject« The sur— 
veying work also indioated the possible construction of a N-S rumsray. >t 
A Goviet air unit was allegedly stationed at the field during the 
maneuvers in the fall of 1950. r*

Local residentes said that the field had been evacuated ab out ten days 
before. «t* The area of the field was guarded by a German civil „an, 
vho said that aircraft were recently stationed at the field, that the 
Soviets were riaily trucked tbward ß r furt after tho flying activity, and 
only a small guard detail renained at the field during the night.' He 
«also said that he himself , although in the pessassion of a special pass, 
was not allowod to enter the field while it was occuniod. lerman oneinoers 
had alleredly survoyed the fiold during good weatherV The area was to be 
expanded considerably and nost of the installations and buildings were to 
be reconditioncd.
